THE NAVAL PACT. 


Suggestions for a Revision. 


London, Marsh 23, 

The position created by the-Washington naval treaty is still in 
some doubt. According to a Washington message, some American 
naval experts consider that the relative naval strength of Britain. 
‘the United States and Japan should ba in the ratio of 6, 5, 4, instead 

of 5,5, 3, asoriginally agreed, andifsothe United States must modern- 
ise their capital ships soas to restore the approximate standing to 
which they are entitled. This estimate, however, is based on in- 
complete information, and possibly the State Derartment will request 
the subseribing Powers to furnish details of their presentand future 
naval programmes, It is understood that a decision in the matter 
is awaiting submission to the President, with whom rests the ques- 
tion of what should bs done with the six anda half million dollars 
appropriated by Congress to modernise the American warships. 

' Meanwhile messages from Paris report that while there is no 
“question of France's failing to ratify the Washington treaty, well- 
informed French opinion solidly backs the suggestion of M. Guervier, 
the reporter of the foreign affairs committee of the Chamber, that 
the.Government should incorporate in the Bill ratifying the troaty 
certain reservations, notablyan article stating that the treaty shall 
expire, as far as France is concerned, in 1935. . 


. CHINA’S FINANCIAL ‘PLIGHT. 


Bondholders Growing More Anxious. 


London, March 25, 
“The disturbing: news with regard to the condition of Chinese 
vinances has increased the alarm of holders of certain Chinese loans, 
especially the Marconi’s and Vickers’ issuea both of which have 
fallen to sixty. Marconi coupons due in August,.1921, and sub- 
sequently, have not bean paid, while the Vickers coupon due on Octo- 
ber Lat. last is io arrear.. It is proposed to hold # meeting of holders 


* of the Marconi’s isaue to consider steps to obtain security from the 


‘Chinese Government. 

The Observer's financial editor, commenting on this matter, 
points out that the revision of the Chinese finances. is being taken in 
hand, and that Marconi bonds will be secured on the 244 per cent. 
increased maritime customs revenue, to be arrangéd at a special 
tariff conference three months after ratifigation of the Washington 
treaty. He says it seems that holders of the stocks can only await 
‘events, but undoubtedly China, with her huge population and low

Chairman's Speech, -- 


The Chairman said :-—Gentle- 
men,—The directors’ report and 
statement of accounts having 
been in your possession for the 
past ten, days, I will with your 
permission take them aa read. I 
trust you will consider the resolts 
for the year 1922 satisfactory, 
particularly if you bear in’ mind 
the abnormal state of depression, 
which prevailed in shipbuilding 
and repairing the world over 
during that-period. Similar Com 
panies.in other countries have 
been fortunate in being able 
to get some reduction in 
labour prices to enable them 
to compete with, present condi- 
tions. In Hongkong, we. have 
had so far to face increased labour 
and ‘establishmemt charges and, 
at the same time, reduce our 
charges to suit the requirements 
of-our clients--a -contbination of 
circumstances which makes 
things at timea ratber difficult. 
However, for the period under re- 
view our shipbuilding yards were 
fairly well employed, and repairs 
keptbusy. Improvements for the 
year include new general offices, 
time’ office and Batehovse at Cos- 
brmolitan Dock, and the installation 
of electrically-driven dock pumps 
at that establishment, When this 
is completed, the Cosmopolitan 
Dock will be a thoroughly up-to- 
date, self-contained, dockyard and 
will prove a most valuable and 
economically run addition to our 
main establishment at Kowloon. 
At' Kowloon Dockyard, the new 
offices. and drawing offices are 
nearly complete aad will be ready 
for occupation in a month ortwo. 
These are handsome steel-framed 
buildings and will make a auit- 
able’ head office for this Company. 
The levelling of the bill at the 
back has proceeded up to about 
contract time and should be com. 
pleted in about two years. 
have just recently acquired addi- 
tional. land, in: the vilage at 
Hunghom, which will give us the 
neceseary space for our proposed. 
new iron and steel foundry and 
algo room for the erection of a 
suitable gatehouse, time office, 
and watchmen’s quarters. The 
area of our main. property at 
Kowloon then will be about 
seventy acres. 

Turning to the accounts, you 
will note we have again allowed 
very liberally for depreciation. 
This represents twanty per cent. 
off floating plant, and: ten per 
cent. off the book value of the 
remainder of our plant, and 
buildings. The cost af’ the 
installation of all. new vlant bas 
been entirely written off. Includ- 
ed ia the balance of Working Ac- 
count is a large sum tepresenting 
gein in’ exchangé on sterling 
funds in London, In order to es- 
tablish this gain and to prevent 
any loss if exchange were to rise, 
these, funds have now béen trans-

Mr. Kelly Sayce:—I would like 
to ask a few questions if you will 
allow me. Ithink sou made re 
ference to the question of profit 
on exchange. Can you explain

000, for the. previous year’ To 
what do you attribute the falling

The’ Chairman: The falling off 
is in decreased work. 

Mr. Sayce:-- How does this 
$494,000 make. profit® Is it in- 
cluding profitin exchange in all 
or part or it, and how much did 
you gain on exchange? 

The Chairman:—I think, Sir, 
in oy speech I said that the 
balance of working account in- 
cluded a large sum: being gained 
in exchange, 

Mr. Sayce:—How much did 
you gain on axck ange? 

The Chairman:—Wa gained i in 
exchange $795,000, "The balance 
of $808,000 was dockyard work. 

‘Mr. Sayce:—I see that you 
have made additions to the plant, 
buildings, etc., to thesaxtent of T4 
Inkhs for 1922, and inthe previous 
year 2714 lakhs, « total of over 
4,145,000, for the two years. I 
hope that there is yo prospect of 


such enormous expenditure con- |. 


tinuing. Will you give me some 
assurance on this point ? 

The Chairman :—The policy of 
the Dock is to make its position 
sound and to be in a position 
to cater for ‘all work that 
it is liable to get i tO 
do the work mechanically, qaick-| , 
lyand to the satisfaction of its cus- 
tomers. Allthe directors, ican 
assure you, will do all they can to 
put tbe Dock into such a position. 
This work hag been undertaken 
with that object in view. 

Mr. Sayce:—How does your 
cash account stand: have you got 
a creditoradebit balance at the 
Bank? There is nothing inthe 
balance sheet to show this, and I 
think that in future it should be 
plainly shown, Iam rather sur- 
prised that the auditors have pass- 
ed the accounts as they stand in 
this respect. : 

The Chairman :—lIt all comes 
ander the “heading of sundry 
creditors. We had at that time 
a large sterling account i 
London and a debit balance here, 
and the sam total—the difference 
between debtors and creditors— 
amounted to $2¢00000. The 
debit balance in the Bank here 
at the end of the year was $18.000 
and against that is to be offset 
the money ‘in Loadon. 

” Mr Sayce:—I see you hava $4,- 
000,000. at credit of reserve fund, 
but evidently this money does not 
exist and has appareitly been 
expended in new plant etc. Don’t 
you think it will be better to 
capitalise this reserve fund, sée- 
ing that all, this money has been 
spent and it is not really a re- 
serve? 

The Chairman ici do not agree 
with you at all. “Money has been 
spent in developing the Company 
and it is invested in the Com- 
pany, Thergis no object what- 
ever in capitalising. 

Mr. Sayce:—But we have not 
got the money really. Why don't 
you call it a Capital. Account in- 
stead of calling it a Reserve 
Fund? You have not got the 
reserva really. You have not got 
the cash to fell back on. *. 

The Chairman :—It is the in- 
variable practice of limited com- 
panies to build up reserves, and 
that is what thig Company has 
done. I do ‘not*think there. ie 
any ‘precedent for keeping the 
regerves entirely in ‘cash, Tf there

Wan, Castle Peak, Yun Long, Tai 
Po'Lam Tsun, Cheung Chow, Tai 
O and Sha-lo.wan, where regular 
services are held, and there is a 
baptised membership’ of approxim_ 
ately 50 Work is alsp being 
carried on-less regularly at San Tin, 
Sha Tin, Sheung Shui and Lown. 

Schovls under the Society’s cun- 
trul or in buildings occupied by it 
are established at Tsun Wan, Tai 
Po, Lam Tsun, Cheung Chow, Tai 
O, Shalowan and Yun Long. 
These are attended by approxim- 
ately 230 scholars. Thus the com- 
ing generation js being looked after 
with a view to future poténtialities.
